Testimony relating to the Stand- 


ard OH assessment was given yes- 
terday by E. V. Rossmore, former 
section chief in the bureau and now 
a tax accountant practicing before 
the bureau with the Standard Oil 
among his clients, and the committee 
asked the bureau for a report oa the 
case if cot Incompatible with the 
law requiring secrecy as to tax re- 
turns. Field Agent Guersoo of the 
bureau, who proposed the additional 
assessment against the company, 
later resigned and now is employed 
In Rossmore's office in New York.

will accomplish 


every good purpose which castor oil 
is popularly supposed to accomplish, 
and has none of the serious objec- 
tions which, airplane lubricant has 
as a medicine. I've seen some kids, 
as no doubt jou all have, to whom 
one could administer a dose of cast- 
or«oll with considerable satisfaction 
— but not as a doctor. It is a fine 
medicine for a fellow to make his 
first wife's1 children take when his 
s-rcond wife's has a huff on.

Armotic syrup of rhubarb is made 


by mixing about 2 1-2 ounces of 
aromatic tincture of rhubarb with 
enough plain syrup to make a pint. 


The dose of aromatic syrup 
of 


rhubarb is the same as the dose of 
castor oil. For instance, in an acute 
diarrhea in a young child or Infant 
a teaspoon ful may be given and re- 
peated once or twice if necessary, 
after a few hours, to sweep out the 
putrefying or fermenting mass of 
food residue which is presumably 
respontible for the trouble. 
The 


after effect of the rhubarb Is bind- 
ing, like that of castor oil. 
For 


older 
children 
a 
tablespoonlul 


should be given, and repeated after 
four hours If ppcessary. 


Rhubarb Is a cathartic, but also 


an astringent. 
The "candy medi- 


cine" is included in tho medicine 
cupboard, only as a substitute 
for 


castor oil and Ig not 
intended or 


adapted lor a phjsic or laxative for 
habitual use. 
We'll get as near 


as we can to that question later in 
this discourse.
